“Suppose, when the great thun- 
ders of disruption began to roll,sup- 
pose when the irreconcilable con- 
flict was breaking out between the 
North and the South; suppose he 
had contented himself merely with 
reaffirming the terms of the Mis- 
souri compromise, and then said, 
"That is as far as we can go with- 
out controversy.’ Ah, if that had 
been the view of Abraham Lincoln, 
where would the Union be today? 

“And then, later still, suppose 
that in January, 
word came from the imperial mas- 
ters of Germany warning our ves- 
sels off the sea, suppose we had 
said, ‘Diplomatic recourse being ex- 
hausted, that is as far as we can 
go without controversy.’ 

“Secretary Hughes tells us that 
the United States will never agree 
to submit any of its domestic ques- 
tions to any foreign powers. , And 
I agree with him—and I do not 
know any American, living or dead, 
who does not agree with that sen- 
timent. Iam not willine that any 
foreign powers should regulate the 
domestic. questions of the United 
States: and on the other hand, I am 
equally unwilling that they should 
rerculate for the United States its 
foreign relations as well. 

**aAnd I think I see the diplomatic 
circle of the world steadily closing 
against us. I think.I foreshadow 
that, without any e¥il purpose or 
hostile intent, with no deliberate 
design to injure us, the other na- 
tions of the world, not content to 
postpone action until we are pre- 
pared to say, ‘amen,’ will set up a 
regime of their own making, which 
in the end will come to affect, and 
profoundly affect, the foreign re- 
lations of this country, without 
leave, license, consultation or par- 
ticipation from us. And that peril 
I. for one, am not willing tamely 
té see approach.” 

Trust -in People. 

In a climax that brought a storm 
of applause, Davis called for a re- 
newal of faith in the constitutiona) 
guarantees of human liberty. 

“To trust the people—and that 
ies at the foundation of our de- 
mocracy—to trust the people,”. he

FOR W. U. DEBATE 


With Two Colleagues, He 
Will Take Part Tonight 
in Contest at Graham Me- 
morial Chapel. 


Malcolm MacDonalé, son of 
Great Britain’s Prime Minister and 
candidate at the age of 23 for a 
seat in the British Parliament, is 
in St. Louls today with his debat- 
ing team of Oxford University. 
which will meet the team of 


Washington University tonight in 
the seventh of a series of 30 de- 
bates in which the Oxford organi- 
gation is matching wits and ora- 
torical talents with debaters of 
American universities. 

The Premier’s son and his 
two colelagues, J. D. Woodruff 
and M. C. Holils, arrived’ from 
Cincinnati at 8 a m. The 
contest will take place - at 
8 p. m. in Graham Memorial 
Chapel, on the Washington Uni- 
versity campus, the subject being: 
“Resolved, That the Extension of 
State Interference With the Indi- 
vidual Is the Chief Evil of the 
Times.” 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter who 
saw the youthful candidate at Hotel 
Chase, MacDonald talked readily 
of debating, of college teaching 
systems, of politics, football, pro- 
hibition and newspapers. His in- 
declared, covered such 
a wide field of activities that he 
meant to become a reporter for a 
British newspaper immediately 
upon his return from America. 
That occupation, he thought, would 
best put him in personal contact 
with all phases of life and human 
activity, and he was quick to coun- 
ter a suggestion that his experience 
and present activity might best 
qualify him for a political writer. 
No, he didn't want to specialize. 
He wanted to report murder cases, 
labor disputes, divorce cases, pub- 
lic utility problems arid court ac- 
tivities, as well as affairs of gov- 
ernment. " 

Outlines Work He Likes. 

“You know the kind of work I 
mean,” he explained. “The kind of 
cases where you have to go to the 
morgue to look at a body taken 
from the river or help the police to 
trace criminails—that is the kind of 
work I want for awhile, something 
that will put me in touch with ev. 
ery side of life.” 

He was not hopeful about his 
prospects for winning a seat in Par- 
liament. “Politics é6ver there is in 
a hopeless mess just now,” he said. 
“It’s much worse than yours with 
your third party problem. © Every- 
thing depends on how the Liberais 
swing in the coming election on 
Oct. 29. If they swing to the La- 
bor party instead of the Conserva- 
ties, there is a chance that the La- 


bor party may remain in power. If 


they don't, the Labor clement will 


Mose a lot of seats and my father 


probably will be out. : 

“As for my own prospects, I am 
not deeply interested at present. I 
don’t even know whether I have 
one opponent or two. If there are 
two I shall probably lose, because 
my vote will be badly split up. I 
am not so eager to win, anyway, for 
it would mean that this debatiaz 
trip would have to be abandoned 
and J] would hate to give it up. We 
are only fairly started now, ani 
have a long trip in the Far West 
ahead of us. That is the part of 
the country I am most interested 
in visiting. I like the West and 
South much better than the East. 
From here we goto Kansas City to 
debate with the team from West- 
minster College, at Fulton, and 
from there into the Western states, 
returning through Canada.” 

Was Defeated Once. 

Young MacDonald's present can- 
didacy for a seat in the House of 
Commons is not the first time that 
he has entered the political arena. 
Last year he contested the Basset- 
law division of Nottinghamshire in 
the general election as Labor can- 


didate, but was defeated by 3000+ 


votes. He has been in the United 
States six weeks, his team meeting 
debaters from universities in New 
York, New England, Chicago, 
Michigan, Ohio and Georgia. 

All three members of the team 
declared that their greatest disap- 
pointment in connection with their 
St. Louis Visit was their failure to 
arrive in time to hear the speech 
of’ Senator La Follette last night at 
the Coliseum.

kind. Unless the people believe in 
these principles, they cannot be- 
lieve in our government. There 
are only two main theories of gov- 
ernment in the world. One rests 
on righteousness, the other rests 
on force. One appeals to reason, 


the other appeais to the wword. 
One is exemplified in a republic, 
the other is represented by despot- 
ism. The. history of government 
on this earth has been almost en- 
tirely a history of the rule of force 
held in the hands of a few. Und 
our Constitution America com- 
mitted itself to the practical ap- 
plication of the rule of reason, with 
the power held in the hands of 
the people. 


“This result was by no means 
accomplished at once. It came 
about only by reason of long ana 
difficult preparation, oftentimes 
accompanied. with discouraging 
failure. The ability for self-gov- 
ernment is arrived at only through 
an extensive training and educa- 
tion, In our own case it required 
many generations and we cannot 
yet say that it is wholly perfected. 


It is of a great deal of signifi, 
cance that the generation which 
fought the American Revolution 
had seen a very extensive religious 
revival. They had heard the 
preaching of Jonathan Edwards. 
They had séen the great revival 
meetings that were inspired also 
by the preaching of Whitefield. 
The religious experiences of these 
made a profound impression upon 
the great body of the people. Thoy 
made new thoughts and created 
new interests. They freed the pub- 
lic mind, through a deeper knowil- 
edge and more serious contempla- 
tion of the truth. By calling the 
people to righteousness they were 
a direct preparation for self gov- 
ernment. It was for a continuation 
of this work that Francis Asbury 
was raised up. 


Inspiration of Methodism. 


“The religious movement which 
he represented was distinctly a 
movement to reach the great body 
of the people, Just as our Deciura- 
tion of Independence asserts that 
all men are created free, so it 
seems to me the founders of this 
movement were inspired by the 
thought that all men were worthy 
to hear the word, worthy to be 
sought out and brought to salva- 
tion. It was this motive that took 
their preachers among the poor 
and neglected, even to criminals in 
the jails. As our ideal has been to 
bring all men to freedom, so their 
ideal was to bring all men to ral- 
vation. It was pre-eminently a 
movement in behalf of all the reo- 
ple. It was pot a new theory. The 
American Constitution was not a 
new theory. But like it, it was the 
practical application of an old 
theory, which was very new.” 


Methodists from all parts of the 
United States and Canada were 
gathered here today for the unveil- 
ing of the monument. 

Funds fo-.the monument, which 
portrays the militant Bishop As- 
bury seatei on a horse, were con- 
tributed by Methodists in all parts 
of the worl. The cost ofthe 
statue was about $60,000.

Frank Smith had helped two 
other negroes commit a  brital 
murder in Iilinois and for that 
reason he took to the alleys when 
he came to St) Louls to hide. Be- 
cause he walked in the alleys two 
alert policemen of the Carr Street 
District arrested him on suspicion. 

An alert detective at Police 
Headquarters believed Smith cor- 
responded to the degeription of a 
negro who had pawped the mur- 
der victim’s Watch here, so Smith 
was questioned. - The questioning 
continued even after it had been 
established that Smith had ‘not 
pawned the watch. , 

last night Smith, who is 21 
years old and a former convict, 
confessed to the police that he was 
one of three negroes who robbed 


houser, aged newspaper solicitor, 
near Mattoon, Ill., Sept. 30, and ad- 
mitted that one of his companions 
had pawned the watch here. Har- 
vey Davis, one of Smith's com- 
panions, who was also arrested by 
chance, has already confessed the 
murder and is lodged in jail at 
Shelbyville, Ill. Police are séeking 
a third negro named by. both 
Smith and Davis. 
Details of the Murder. 

Funkhouser, who was 70 years 
old and a resident of Lerna, was 
waylaid by three negroes in 
Coles County, near Mattoon, while 
he was on -his rounds (for 
the Mattoon Journal-Gazettle, and 
beaten into unconsciousness. The 
negroes, having robbed him, drove 
his automobile into Shelby County, 
beat the unconscious man to death 
and threw his body into a ravine 
near Windsor, nine miles east of 
Shelbyville. They then drove to 
East St. Louis, where they were 
stopped for a traffic violation. Da- 
vis was arrested there, but the 
other two fled. 

Smith, who has been living In a 
room &t 1921 Franklin ayenue, was 
arrested Monday night by Patrol- 
men Eckstrand and Talbot. They 
had been welking the alleys and 
encountered Smith in one of them. 
Questioned as a general suspect at 
the Carr Street Police Station, 
Smith admitt he had scrved a 
five-year term at Columbuz, O., for 
murder, and wa, transferred to po- 
lice headquarters for further q-es- 
tioning. 

In the glaring light of the 
“morning sbow-up,” where men 
caught in the police dragnet each 
day pass before the eyes of the de- 
tectives, Smith caught the eye, of 
Detective Eergt. Werner, of the 
pawnshop squad. 

Conclusions of Detective. 

“He fits the description of the 
negro who pawned a watch up Dm 
Market street,”” Werner told his 
superiors. “The watch was car- 
ried by Funkhouser over in, Illi- 
nois when he was killed.” 

Werner, in his regular rounds, 
had spotted the watch a few days 
after the murder and had got from 
the pawnshop keeper a description 
of the negro who had ieft it there.” 
Werner hurried out to get the pro- 
rrietor of the place, who was 800.1 
viewing Smith. 

“Not the man,” he sald. “The 
fellow who left the watch gave the 
name of Cornell. He didn’t look 
like this man, either.” 

Werner was not convinced. H 
told Detective Sergt. Keely, the of- 
fice man of the Homicide Bureau, 
that Smith might well be ques- 
tioned about the murder. Last 
night about 10 o'clock, Keely, 
whose chief work is to examine 
suspects, had Smith brought up 
and within a half hour had

HARTFORD, Conn. Oct. 15.— 


The successor to the seat in the 
United States Senate of Frank B. 
Brandegee, who ended his life in 
Washington yesterday, will not be 
appointed by Gov. Templeton, nor 
will a new Senator be elected at 
the presidential! election, Nov. 4. 
The Connecticut law of 1913, 
pased soon after the adoption of 


the seventeenth amendment con- 
cerning the popular election © of 
United States Senators, provides 
that a special election must be 
held in the event of a vacancy. 
Another statutory provision, made 
to give the State Secretary time 
for printing ballots, requires nomi- 
nations to be filed at least 18 days 
before an election. This would 
mean Friday of this week and it is 
conceded to be an impoé@sibility to 
make nominations by that date. 
Bot hthe Democratic and eRpublic- 
an State conventions which named 
presidential electors have been ad- 
journed sine die. 

Connecticut has the convention 
system of nomination but delegates 
to the conventions are selected by 
the town primary caucus method. 
Each town and “State senatorial 
district has about twice ag many 
Gelegates as representatives in the 
general assembly. 

View of Politicians. 

Politicians, both Republican and 
Democratic, agree that the sena- 
torial election ¢annot be held Nov. 
4 and that a special election, with 
its necessary expense and labor in- 
cident to caucuses, conventions and 
election, is imperative. y' 

J. Henry Roraback, national 
committeeman and chairman of 
the Republican State Committee, 
appears to be a contender for 
Brandegee’s place. He has been 
the boss of the State for many 
years. 

The present candidate for the 
governorship, Gov. Hiram Bigham 
of Yale, whose wife is of the fam- 
ily of Tiffany, New York, has 
been groomed to take Brandegee’s 
place on the State ticket in 1925. 

Congreseman Schuyler Merritt of 
Stamford, who is running for re- 
election in the Fourth District, was 
to try for Senator George P. Mce- 
Lean’s seat in 1928. These two are 
now immediate possibiilties for the 
vacant Senate seat.

Announcement Made of Settle- 
ment of Long Dispute— 
President Must Ratify 
Terms.

MEXICO CITY, Oct. i>.—"An 
agreement has been reached on the 
fundamental points in the long 
standing controversy between the 
oll companies and the Govern- 
ment,” says a Treasury Depart- 
ment statement issued at the con- 
clusion of the conferences between 
Government officials and 1 com- 
mittee of the Association of Pro- 
ducers of Petroleum in Mexico 
which has been here since Sept. 17. 


The committee, consisting of 
Chester Swainy counsel for the 
Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey, 


Avery Andrews, American repre- 
sentative of the Royal Dutch-Shell, 
and Dean Emery, counsel for the 
Pan-American Petroleum and 
Transport Co., left for New York 
last night without making public 
any announcement as to the out- 
come of their mission. 

The official Mexican statement 
says: 

“The conferences between the 
Mexican Finance Minister, the Un- 
der-Secretary of Industry and Com- 
merce, other officials, and the com- 
mittee of oil men ended today 
They were carried on in an at- 
mosphere of frankness, cordlality 
and good will, and as the result of 
such favorable conditions an agree 
ment has been reached on the fun- 
damental points in the long stand- 
ing controversy between the oi! 
companies and the Government, 
harmonizing for mutual benefit the 
interests of the companies and the 
rights of the Government, and es- 
tablishing, according to the belief 
of both parties, a basis for the fu- 
ture development of the Mexican 
oil industry.

CHILD'S KIDNAPER AND SLAYER 
SENTENCED TO DIE IN CHAIR 


Indianan, Who Buried Victim's 
Body in Sand Dune, Pleaded In- 
sanity Due to “Moonshine.”

GARY. Ind., Oct.’ 15.—Peter 
Vergolini, who kidnaped and mur- 
fered Anna Tomiscich, 10 years 
oli, and buried her body in a 
sand dune near here, 20 days ago, 
was sentenced to die in the electric 
chair by a jury at Crown Point 
late yesterday.

I vill say in 
just a breath that for more than 
a generation of time agriculture 
has been bled white by a false 
economic system that has com- 
pelled the farmer to sell his 
products in a market controlled 
by elevator combines, in a mar- 
ket controlled by packers, in a 
market controlled by grain gam- 
bling exchanges. He has been 
compelled to buy his supplies, 
his machinery and everything 
that goes to make production 
upon the farm in a market 
where he pays to manufacturing 
interests an exorbitant high tariff 
price for everything he buys. 

Condition of Agriculture. 

In other words, he has been 
obliged to sell in a controlled 
market, and he has been obliged 
to buy in a controlled market. 
I pause for one word more—and 
I must not digress—and that is 
this—give me some weight to 
put on this paper. It keeps 
slipping off of this platform. Oh, 
ta silver dollar will do. (Laugh- 
ter.) 

A Woman: 
case. : 
La Follette: That helps some. 
Now what did I say last? (Re- 
porter repeats last few words.) 
Just for a moment I broke the 
chain of my thought. It doesn’t 
come back to me just at once 
what I wanted to take up in that 
connection. Last night I spoke 
in Kansas City. I contended for 
the removal of these discrimina- 
tions which have well nigh de- 
stroyed agriculture. I ask you 
just for a moment to think— 
this is the thing that I wanted 
to impress upon you: Why—why 
should agriculture be in a de- 
plorable condition in this coun- 
try? Put that question to your- 
selves, my friends. You have 
got the best soil that God's sun 
shines on; you hayg got the best 
country in all the world: you 
have got the most intelligent ag- 
ricultural population that ever 
tilled the soil in the history of 
the human race; you have got 
all the great trusts and combi- 
nations earning—-earning profits 
upon—not the capital invested, 
but upon their capitalization, 
two-thirds of which is water: 
earning enormous profits: and 
you have got agriculture in this 
favored country earning 2 and 3 
and 5 and 6 per cent on the 
actual investment, when the 
farmer and every member of his 
family work from daylight to 
dark. (Applause.) What is the 
matter? You have no business 
to cheat yourselves, you purvéey- 
ors of public information, and to 
cheat others with false informa- 
tion. Something is radically 
wrong in this blessed country of 
ours for a great industry upon 
which» 40,000,000 of our people 
are dependent would not be lan- 
guishing today prostrate before 
all the world. I say that these 
discriminations that do exist 
must be removed, and agricul- 
ture must be restored to the place 
which she held before the vam- 
pires began to bleed her. (Ap- 

plause.) 
, “A Menacing Situation.” 

The reason why I st«nd for the 
Norris-Sinclair and the McNary- 
‘Haugen measures—and I say I 
am for certain amendments that 
should be made—is this: That we 
are confronting a dire and me- 
nacing situation that demands 
that this particular industry 
have that done for it which the 
emergency requires. For decade 
after decade you have bee. 
building up manufacturers with 
an exorbitant tariff; for decade 
after decade you have been build- 
ing enormous transportation com- 
panies and the railroad compa- 
nies with exorbitant rates which 
the farmer, as the only man who 
produces, has to pay the freight 
on both ways. both for his grain 
that goes to market and for the 
supplies that come back. He ‘3 
the only producer in the world 
who has to do that; and so in the 
present deplorable condition of 
agriculture I Bay to you that 
some extraordinary, helpful—de- 
cently helpful legislation must b» 
enavted and enacted at once. Can. 
you hear me over there in Can- 
ada? (Laughter.) (Voice from 
the gallery: Yes).

Thus the private monopoly 
system has often converted to its 
own benefit and profit legisla- 
tion intended to profit labor and 
benefit labor and other large 
groups of American citizens. 
Why? Why? Do you know, 
men and women of S8t. Louis, 
that there is not a big business 
combination in America that has 
not got a lobby in Washington, 
with great offices maintained 
covering whole floors of big 
business blocks, who bring to 
bear upon the Congress all of 
the specious arguments that 
their trained experts can in- 
vent? 

Tonight I am here in St. Louis 
to discuss one vitally important 
subject, our foreign relations. 
(Applause.) And to show you 
how this great monopoly system 
that controls the domestic life 
of the American people exercises 
its complete control in the for- 
eign relations as wel). 


I say to you here that the 


time has come to return to fun- 


damental American principles 
and traditions in the conduct of 
our foreign policy as well as our 
domestic policy. (Applause.) For 
more than 100 years this Gov- 
ernment constantly pursued a 
policy which had been defined 
early in the last century by the 
greatest American statesmen. 
Its principle involved a wide de- 
parture from the conditions and 
practices of European diplomacy, 
which were based upon impe- 
rialism and court intrigue. 

The American foreign policy 
was original and unique as the 
principles of representative gov- 
ernment upon which our domes- 
tic policy wag based; it was truly 
an American policy. (Applause.) 
Its fundamental] doctrines were 
perhaps most tersely expressed 
by Thomas Jefferson—most 
Democrats have forgotten who 
he was (laughter)—in his first 
inaugural address, when he de- 
clared for peace, commerce and 
honest friendship of all nations 
and entangling alliances with 
none. (Applause.) They were 
indorsed by Washington, Frank- 
lin and other great statesmen. 
Only Alexander Hamilton and 
hig followers, who desired not a 
republic but a monarchy in the 
United States, and an alliance 
with Great Britain, dared to op- 
pose those policies. This policy 
of Washington and Jefferson did 
not mean the isofation from 
friendly intercourse and co-oper- 
ation with other nations, For 
100 years the United States dis- 
played a constant readiness to 
co-operate with other nations to 


promote the peaceful settlements. 


of international] disputes. 
Other General Principles. 


Its reassertion will not imply 
any unreadiness to act with 
other nations in removing the 
causes of war. To this. basic 
sta’ement of American foreign 
policy should be added _ three 
other general principles which 
were enunciated during the early 
years of the first century of our 
Government. 

1. Recognition of foreign Gov- 
ernments without intervention in 
their affairs. (Applause.) 

2. The Monroe Doctrine of 
safeguarding the American con- 
tinents from imperialistic ex- 
ploitation. (Applause.) 

8. Absolute neutrality toward 
foreign nations involved in war 
(Prolonged applause.) 

The doctrine of war neutrality 
was formulated and proclaimed 
under the administration — of 
George Washington. Enw'!an1 
then had war with France and 
stopped our shipments of food to 
France. Thomas Jefferson, 
Washington's Secretary of S‘ate, 
in letter to the United States 
Mini&ster of Great Britain, stated 
the adoption af American neu- 
trality. 

I quote his words: “Reason 
and usage,” said Jefferson. 
“have established that when two 
nations go to war, those who 
choose to live in peace retain 
their ratural rights to pursue 
their erricultu-e, manufactures 
and other vocations, to carry the 
produce of their industry for ex- 
chanee to all nations, bellizerent 
or neutral, as usual (prolonged 
applause): to go and come freely 
without injury or molestation, 
and, in short, that the war 
among others shall be for them 
as if it did not exist.” 

Again Quotes Jefferson. 

In order to make the meaning 
of this doctrine quite clear I de- 
sire to quote from Jefferson's in- 
terpretation of it set forth In ar- 
other part of the same _ ie'ter 
where he says, and I quote his 
words: “Were we to withhel4 
from her”’—that is, from Frence 
—*“gupplies of  provisions”— 
keep in mind that this was in 
1793—France and England we-e 
at war—PFneland was trying to 
assert her policy of s‘arving, not 
the armies of France, but the 
civil population. the people of 
France. and Thomas Jefferson 
woul4 not stand for that doc-, 
trine, and Washington would not 
stand for it. (Apviause.) He 
says, “Were we ‘0 withhold from 
her (France) supplies of provi- 
sions, we should in like manner 
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be bound to withhold them from 
her enemies also, and thus to 
shut to ourselves all the ports 
of Europe where corn is in de- 
mand, or make ourselves parties 
to the war. This is a dilemma,” 
says Jefferson, “which Great 
Britain has no right to force up- 
on us, and for which no pretext 
can be found in any part of our 
conduct. She may indeed feel 
the desire of starving an enemy 
nation, but she can have no 
right of doing it at our loss, nor 
of making us the instruments of 
it.” (Applause.) 
“Made for Peace.” 

These were the fundamental 
doctrines upon which the for- 
eign policy of America was based. 
They were adhered to for more 
than a century. Webster, Clay. 
Lincoln were among che great 
statesmen who insisted upon 
(heir maintenance inviolate. They 
made for peace, and in spite cf 
the relative weakness of the 
American nation, which w2s a 
small mation at the time they 
were proclaimed, they were so 
just and so fair that they rave to 
the United States a position 
which commanded the respect of 
all the world, and the American 
policy of neutrality was adopted 
by all of the great international 
writers of the time. 

Today there is not one of these 
fundamental principles that has 
not been ignored, violated or ut- 
terly rejected. Those who have 
controlléd our policy during the 
last 10 years have departed en- 
tirely from the American tradi- 
tion and American principles, and 
permitted our policy to be shaped 
by the imperialistic maxims and 
precepts of European diplomacy. 

In order that we may under- 
stand the causes that have led to 
the abandonment: of these prin- 
ciples, and in some measur? ap- 
preciate the dire consequences 
arising therefrom, I aha'l brief- 
ly review a few outstarding facts 
and: events. 

It is true that our departure 
from the _ traditiona: American 
policy began with mhe develop- 
ment of imperiallem urder W']- 
liam McKinley, following the 
Spanish-American War. The 
breach was broadenec under 
Roosevelt and Taft. The esrab- 
lishment of colo 1 dependen- 
cies, the rape of nama ani the 
establishment™ of dollar dipio- 
macy, were all violations of the 
best traditions of Amevcicun for- 
eign policy. Slowly but surcly 
we were entering upon the path 
of imperialism which leads only 
to international discord and to 
war. Nevertheless, it is my opin- 
lon that the complete abandon- 
ment of the true American for- 
eign policy came under the ad- 
ministration of Woodrow Wilson. 
(Applause.) It has been contin- 
ued and expanded unéer_ the 
present Harding-Coolidge a imin- 
istration. 

Wllson’s Farly Policy. 

Willson was elected as an anti- 
imperialist and did in fac* do 
‘much during the first two vears 
vf his administration tc check 
the tendency toward imvo:2“atism 
by using his influence for Philip- 
pre independence, br curbing 
t% extension of dollar diplomacy 
and by, his attitude towards the 
Mex‘can revoiution. 


When war was deciar-:1 in Ev- 
tcpe in the summer of 1914 Pris- 
ident Wilson declared for “abso- 
lute neutrality—neuiraltity in 
thought, word and deed,” and to 
quote him: “This was the true 
American policy.” If this doc- 
trine had been adhered to we 
would never have been drawn 
into thie war (prolonged ap- 
Plause). We would have been 
free from every form of foreign 
entanglement. We would have 
avoided at home the dire conse- 
quences of the last few years. 

Sixty thousand American boys 
would still be alive (applause). 
We would have no colossal war 
debt. We would be free from 
our heavy tax burdens. We 
would have no problem of car- 
ine for hundreds of thousan‘s 
if wounded, diseased and 
shell-shocked veterans. We 
would not have American agri- 
culture prostrated and demand- 
ing speedy relief. We would 
have no such concentration of 
wealth in the hands of a’ few, 


as we have witnessed in recent, 


years, and above all we shoul 
have preserved our proud dis- 
tinction of a nation steadfastly 
devoted to peace (applause). 
And the plain principle of in- 
ternational law announced by 
Washington and. Jefferson, had 
it been followed, we would not 
have been called upon to declare 


war upon any belligerent natiow 


in Eprope (applause). 

The fatal error came in the 
failure of President Wilson to 
treat the bellizerent nations of 
Europe alike... The failure to re- 
ject the unlawful war zones of 
both Germany and Great Britain. 

Asked About Lasitania. 

I do not doubt that President 
Wilson was sincere wher *e de- 
clared for absolute nevr'ality. 
I know the influences which sur- 
rounded him, and which day 
after day and month after 
month brought the heaviest 
imaginable pressure to induce 
him to abandon his position of 
neutrality and throw the strength 
ef the United States openly to

-The publication of the me- 
moirs and letters of Franklin K.. 
Lane and Walter H. Page, our 
Minister in England, and other 
documentary evidence, gives us 
a picture of the insidious meth- 
ods employed to induce the Presi- 
dent to abandon his declared po- 
sition itn establishing our posi- 
tion of neutrality during the 
earlier years of the World War. 

Two alternative courses were 
open—either of which led direct- 
ly to peace. One, to insist upon 
the maintenance of absolute free- 
dom of the seas as to all our neu- 
tral commerce, and to resist any 
action on the part of either Great 
Britain or Germany which en- 
crogched upon our rights as a 
neutral nation to sell our foods 
and other noncontraband articles 
to any nation. (Applause). 


This line of policy was the 
one upon which Washington and 
Jefferson had insisted in their 
dealings with Great Britain and 
France when they were at war. 
Why should not we have insisted 
on the same policy when Great 
Britain and Germany were at 
war? That policy was sanctioned 
by international law and clearly 
recognized in the Declaration of 
London, in which this field was 
more fully and’ definitely covered 
than in any other preceding doc- 
ument. 

The Second Path. 

The second path which we 
might have taken also led to 
peace: The other alternative 
open to us was to withdraw our 
commerce from both belligerents 
during the period of hostilities 
and limit our trade to neutral 
nations. But I tell you, you can- 
not be neutral, when two people 
or two nations are fighting, if you 
slip up behind one of them and 
give him club or any other 
kind of a weapon which you 
don't give to the other. (Ap- 
plause). 

And when you pretend to be 
neutral and are constantly back- 
ing one side up and constantly 
frowning upon the other side in 
your professions of neutrality, 
you are acting a consummate 
lie. (Applause.) 

You might as well look facts 
in the face now, because history, 
written with a cool, -unfeverish 
hand, will put us in the position 
in which we put ourselves. (Ap- 
plause.) 

We followed neither of these 
paths to peace. Instead, we took 
timidly and hesitantly at first 
and later boldly and aggressive- 
ly, the path that led to war. 

What was the first unneutral 
thing we did? We permitted 
Great Britain to mine the entire 
North Sea. What is the North 
Sea? A great expanse of the 
Atlantic Ocean. Our neutral 
commerce had as much right to 
cross that to any port, to feed 
any civil population, not to feed 
men who are armed, but under 


all international law we had as . 


much right to send our ships 
across those waters to any port 
with carriers of food to feed any 
people, belligerent or not, as you 
have to ship your goods from 
one station to another in the 
United States. (Applause.) That 
is international law, and if any- 
one says or thinks to the con- 
trary he is either indulging in 
subterfuge, or exhibiting a dense 
ignorance that should stop him 
from attempting a discussion 
of this subject. (Applause.) I 
say we permitted Great Britain 
to mine that portion of the 
Atlantic called the North Sea. 
What do I mean by mining? I 
mean setting afloat, to go hither 
and yon, deadly contact mines, 
by which any vessel daring to 
enter that water is liable to be 
blown up and destroyed.  Infi- 
nitely worse than a submarine. 
Cites Engiand’s Order. 

England issued her order on 
the 2d of November, less than 
three months after war was de- 
clared, for the mining of the 
North Sea. That meant closing 
the North Sea to neutral com- 
merce, where it has as much 
right to be as you have to exer- 
cise your right to any shipment 
in the State of Missouri. She 
banished, under penalty of being 
sunk, alW\peutral commerce from 
that territ to which it was en- 
titled. 

Let me tell you something: 
If you gentlemen happen to

They waited from Nov. 6 to Feb. 
ruary, and the United States, 
conniving all the time, silent to 
Germany’s protest. Then Ger- 
many said, “If there is to be a 
zone that shuts out shipments to 
German civilians, we will create 
a like zone and shut out the 
shipments to English civilians.” 

(Applause.) Then they did that, 
and Wilson said if you do that 
we will go to war with you. 
(Applause.) And they called ft 
neutrality. (Laughter and ap- 
plause.) (Cry of “Talk about 
the rotten Veterans’ Bureau.”)

World War. It has been my 
opinion that the private monop- 
olistic system was responsible for 
the abandonment of our foreign 
policy, that this system forced 
us into the World War, that this 
system is now driving us at 
breakneck speed along the paths 
of imperialism that lead inevita- 
bly to war and to the ending of 
free government in this country 
as well. (Applause). 

Assails Morgan 

I am convinced, I was con- 
vinced at the beginning, that we 
abandoned our foreign policy 
through the influence of J. P. 
Morgan & Co., the fiscal agent of 
the British empire, who, in the 
early spring of 1917, turned loose 
the press and the agencies of 
propaganda to drive us into war 
to eave his billions.

You need not take my word 
for this. An Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury during the war 
(O. T. Crosby), in an article in 
the Atlantic Monthly, says under 
his own signature—I quote from 
him—*"I shall not soon forget 
the blunt declaration made to me 
10 days before Sir Cecil Spring- 
Rice, the British Ambassador, 
took the first fruits of our ef- 
fort,” that is, took the first bil- 
lions that we loaned, “by a *nem-

| ‘THE COURTS AND LAWLESSNESS. 

With the Missouri Bar Association about to meet 
at Jefferson City to discuss crime and criminal law 
procedure, Attorney-General Barrett's discussion of 
the subject, as reported in the Post-Dispatch, was 
timely.

Individually, every one of us dis 
sociates himself from the public when the public is 
reprimanded. 

The truth is that public sentiment as a directing 
force In the detafle of covernment is limited to a 
small area.

Helen Smith Woodruff, Author 
and Playwright, Sought to 
Cheer Unfortunate.

York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 15.— Mrs. 
Helen Smith Woodruff, writer of 
books and rlays, lost her fight for 
health yesterday. Whiie in de- 
lirlum she eluded her nurse, end, 
running to the second-story win- 
dow of her home, fell to the con- 
crete pavement of a rear areaway: 
She died two hours later. 
' Lewis B. Woodruff, ner hus- 
band, a retired lawyer and writer 
on scientific subjects, disclosed the 
fight that had been made by his 
wifd against the illness that pur- 
sued her from childhood. 

Wedded 18 years ago on what 
was thought to be her deathbed, 
she suffered an attack of scarlet 
fever and spina] meningitis 13 
years ago vhich deprived her of 
her vision for six months. 

Gave $50,000 to Blind. 

The lone:iness and isolation of 
this experience caused her to be- 
come interested in The Lighthouse, 
conducted by the New York Asso- 
clation for the Blind. She wrote 
a book, “The Lady of the Light- 
house,” which was dramatized. The 
royalties, more than $50 000, was 
devoted to care of blind. She was 
the author of five other books and 
several plays, most of which dealt 
with problems of health such as 
she herself had combatted. 

Last fall she became ill with an 
ailment thought to be tuberculosis 
This was followed by 
a nervous breakdown iast July, 
Since then she. had been confined 
to her bed. . 

At 7 o'’slock yesterday morning 
the nurse left the sick room for a 
few minutes. When ghe returned 
she found the bed é@mpty. Running 
to the window, she saw Mra. Wood- 
ruff’s body on the pavement... 

Youth Shattered by Illness. 

Mrs. Woodruff was born in Sel- 
ma, Ala., 36 years ago. The family 
moved when she was young to An- 
niston, Ala., and from there to 
Birmingham. 

A blonde of delicate features, 
her beauty was accentuated by her 
ill health. 

“It seemed to me,” she said in 
a printed interview a few years 
ago, “that the youth I never really 
had, was spent either on the oper- 
ating table or in a recuperating 
room,” 

While on a visit to New York she 
said she met Woodruff, then still 
in practice. They became engaged. 
but the day set for the wedding 
found her desperately ill in her 
home at Birmingham. 

“They said she was dying, but 
we decided to have the marriage 
performed anyway,” said Wood- 
ruff today. 

Mrs. Woodruff built up a philos- 
ophy of optimism after her recov- 
ery, which helped sustain her and 
which she exponded in her books 
and interviews. 

Aided Children’s Hospital. 

She wrote a book, “Mr. Dr. 
Man,” which was a story of cheer 
for the ailing, and the proceeds 
went to the City of Birmingham, 
Ala., for the building of a chil- 
dren's hospital. é. 

She played a hurdy-gurdy durin 
the World War to siteme sana 
needed for the knitting of socks 
for soldiers. 

In 1918, one of her plays, “Hur- 
rah for the Girls,” was produced in 
New York, and the returns went fo 
the Committee for Devastated 
France. “Kitty, Kitty, Kitty” and 

By Love's Speedometer” were pro- 
duced in 1919, and she collaborated 
in the libretto, “Just Because,” and 
produced “Cashes and Kisses.” 

She is survived by her husband,
